In order to support above claim 
language which is being appealed, examiner suggests that Appellant, at least provide the following information: (1) 
who or what cannot delete the data? (2) what measures are taken to prevent deletion of the data? (3) under what 
conditions is the retention period "reduced" per step (B) of claim 1 such that the data can be deleted?. 
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
